He  served  as  president  of  the 
Provo  and  Ogden  Chambers  of# 
Commerce  and  he  was  a member 
of  the  charter  commission  which 
drew  up  a city  commission  char- 
ter for  Ogden  in  1950-523. 

His  banking  experience  in- 
cludes service  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Salt  Lake  Branch 
of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of 
San  Francisco  and  membership 
on  the  advisory  committee  of  the 
First  Security  Bank  of  Utah. 

BYU  Graduate 

Dr.  Dixon  received  his  early 
education  in  Provo  city  schools 
and  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
from  Brigham  Young  University. 
He  received  his  Master  of  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  in  1917  and  his  Doctor 
of  Education  degree  from  the 
University  of  California  in  1937. 

A member  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
,he  .now  serves  on  the  General 
Board  of  the  Deseret  Sunday 
School  Union.  He  was  a bishop 
of  the  Third  Ward  in  Provo  for 
six  years. 

Dr.  Dixon  was  born  in  Provo. 
His  father  was  state  treasurer 
of  Utah  from  1900  to  1904  and 
secretary  of  the  State  Land 
Board  until  1907.

New  Procedures 
For  Purchasing 
Of  Books  Outlined 

A new  procedure  to  be  used  in 
the  textbook  department  of  the 
bookstore  has  been  released  in 
a jonit  announcment  made  by 
the  Honor  Council  and  bookstore 
management.  The  procedure  will 
be  in  effect  commencing  this 
quarter. 

Henceforth  students  may  place 
their  books  on  convenient  shelves 
at  the  entrance  of  the  downstairs 
textbook  department,  or  may  use 
carrying-bags  with  draw-string 
tops  which  will  be  provided  them 
to  use  during  their  buying  so- 
journ. After  students  complete 
purchases  they  are  to  leave  the 
bags  at  the  exit  for  incoming  stu- 
dentsi  Books  being  purchased 
will  not  be  placed  inside  the 
draw-string  bags. 

This  is  a change  from  previous 
procedures  in  which  bookstore 
employees  met  entering  students 
and  stapled  their  books  in  a pa- 
per bag.  It  is  planned  that  the 
new  policy  will  facilitate  move- 
ment of  long  dines  and  add  to 
students’  convenience. 

In  announcing  the  policy,  Rob- 
ert P.  Thorn,  chairman  of  the 
Honor  Council  indicated  that  the 
change  had  been  made  after  con- 
sultation with  student  coordina- 
tor Dr.  Isaksen  and  bookstore 
manager  Neil  McKnight. 

Answering  objections  of  some 
students  that  such  methods  are 
contradictory  to  the  honor  sys- 
tem, Chairman  Thorn  stated  that 
the  bookstore  management  sus- 
tains the  honor  system,  and  ap- 
preciates the  fact  that  it  has 
been  greatly  responsible  for  the 
success  of  the  self-service  system 
used  in  the  supply  department. 

However,  he  stated,  certain 
controls  must  be  exercised  in  the 
bookstore,  not  as  question-marks 
upon  the  honor  of  the  student- 
body,  but  as  means  of  protection 
from  the  suspicion  of  those  few 
who  have  demonstrated  they  do 
not  share  the  general  respect  for 
honest  conduct. 

Student  Counselor 
Takes  Study  Leave 

Dr.  Antone  K.  Romney,  direc- 
tor of  Brigham  Young  University 
counseling  services,  will  take  a 
leave  of  absence  • spring  and  sum- 
mer quarters  to  do  research  in 
the  counseling  field. 

He  will  study  functions,  organ- 
izations, methods  and  philosophy 
of  counseling  services  in  Amer- 
ican Universities.  Dr.  Romney 
said  that  although  BYU  counsel- 
ing service  is  one  of  the  best  in 
the  country,  he  hopes  to  find 
some  methods  of  counseling  that 
can  be  applied  to  BYU  counseling 
to  make  it  even  better. 

To  Do  Research 
He  will  do  research  based  on 
interviews,  questionaires  and 
written  reports  from  the  person- 
nel of  the  best  counseling  ser- 
vices in  eastern,  southern  and 
midwestern  universities. 

His  studies  will  take  him  to 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  Uni- 
verstiy  of  Chicago,  Northwestern 
University,  Michigan  State  Col- 
lege, University  of  Michigan, 
Boston  University,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity and  other  leading  colleges 
and  universities. 

Study  in  Liberal  Arts 
Dr.  Romney’s  research  will  be 
limited  to  liberal  arts  colleges 
and  universities.  He  will  leave 
Monday,  March  22,  for  Kansas 
City,  Mo.  for  the  first  stop  of 
his 'studies.  He  will  visit  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri  at  Columbia 
first.  Another  stop  in  his  research 
will  be  the  American  Personnel 
and  Guidance  Convention  at  Buf- 
falo, N.Y.,  April  11-15.  While 
there  he  will  meet  leading  per- 
sonnel and  guidance  workers  in 
American  universities  and  state 
directors  of  guidance  services.

Expanded  AFROTC  Program 
Possibility  Under  New  Budget 


A study  of  the  fiscal  year  1955 
budget  for  the  operation  of  the 
Defense  Department  recently  sub- 
mitted to  Congress  by  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  indicates 
a possible  expansion  of  the  AF 
ROTC  program  and  a relaxing  of 
the  requirement  that  most  of 
those  expecting  to  receive  a com- 
mission must  apply  for  flying 
training. 

It  appears  that  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  lift  some  of  the  re- 
strictions imposed  on  the  AF 
KOTC  program  by  last  year’s 
budget  if  the  build-up  of  the  Air 
Force  programmed  in  President 
Eisenhower’s  new  budget  is  to  be 
accomplished. 

Increased  Strength 

Under  the  proposed  budget,  the 
strength  of  the  Air  Force  will  be 
increased  by  approximately  20,000 
officers  during  • the  next  18 
months.  This  means  that  many 
more  than  20,000  officers  will 
have  to  be  taken  into  the  Air 
Force  because  during  the  same 
period  large  numbers  will  be  com- 
pleting their  tour  of  duty  and 
returning  to  civilian  life. 

It  is  planned  under  the  new 
budget  that  the  Air  Force  expand 
from  its  present  115  wings  to 
137  wings  and  from  its  present 
123,000  officers  to  141,000  officers 
by  June  of  1955.  Since  the  AF 
ROTC  program  provides  approx- 
imately 80  per  cent  of  all  the 
new  officers  in  the  Air  Force,  it 
appears  that  the  Air  Force  will 
be  commissioning  a larger  num- 
ber of  AFROTC  graduates  if  the 
budget  is  passed  than  is  present- 
ly programmed. 

More  Non-Flying  Officers 

The  normal  ratio  of  flying  to 
non-flying  officers  in  the  Air 
Force  is  about  70  per  cent  flying 
to  about  30  per  cent  administra- 
tive and  technical  officers,  so  it 
also  appears  that  the  Air  Force 
will  commission  under  President 
Eisenhower’s  new  budget,  a lar- 
ger percentage  of  non-flying  of- 
ficers than  presently  program- 
med under  the  budget  of  last 
year. 

Even  though  the  Air  Force  will 
apparently  commission  a larger 
percentage  of  non-flying  officers 
in  the  future,  Colonel  Jesse  E. 


New  Telephones  Installed 

Many  offices  on  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  n'ow 
have  new  telephone  numbers,  ac- 
cording to  Leland  Perry,  super- 
intendent of  buildings  and 
grounds. 

Recently  new  switchboards 
and  lines  were  installed  in  the 
campus  telephone  office,  and 
most  of  the  two  party  lines  are 
now  private  lines. 


Stay,  Professor  of  Air  Science 
and  Tactics,  stressed  the  fact  that 
under  ideal  conditions,  the  major 
portion  of  AFROTC  graduates 
would  still  have  to  Intend  to  go 
into  flight  training  if  the  Air 
Force  is  to  maintain  the  desired 
ratio  of  70  per  cent  flying  officers 
to  30  per  cent  non-flying  officers. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is 
no  limit  on  the  number  of  cadets 
the  AFROTC  program  can  enroll 
in  the  advanced  course  who  in- 
tend to  go  into  filght  training  and 
who  are  physically  qualified  to 
do  so. 

Program  Limitations 

However,  'with  the  exception 
of  a few  cadets  majoring  in 
Chemistry,  Physics,  Engineering 
or  Mathematics,  the  number  who 
can  be  enrolled  in  the  advanced 
course  of  the  AFROTC  program 
who  do  not  intend  to  go  into 
flight  training  is  extremely  lim- 
ited. Even  those  few  have  been 
told  that  under  the  present  pro- 
gram, they  will  probably  not  be 
granted  a commission  until  after 
they  have  served  two  years  on 
active  duty  as  enlisted  men.
